The Death of the Bishop of London 


at Fulham Palace last Monday morning was 
attended by exceptionally pathetic circumstances. 
The whole of his diocese may be said to have 
prayed for his recovery at Sunday service, in 
willing compliance with the apt suggestion of. 
a London clergyman. But the prayers were in 
vain. To the infinite sorrow of Lady Creighton 
and the bereaved family, and of numbers who 
revered him for his noble life, Bishop Creighton 
breathed his last and passed away at the 
beginning of the week. It is to be feared the 
days of the mourned-for Prelate were shortened 
by over-pressure of work. A fair amount of 
labour is -good for man, but too much wears 
away body and brain, and renders the consti- 
tution weak to resist the maladies flesh is hei: 
to. The “ Admirable Creighton "—Dr. Mandell 
Creighton—was the 120th Bishop of London, 
and was a tall, thin man with a fine grey 
beard. Carlisle had the distinction of giving 
birth to Mandell Creighton on July 5, 1843. Son 
of the late Mr. Robert Creighton, he was educated 
at Durham Grammar School and Merton College, 
Oxford, and was a D.D. of both Cambridge and 
Oxford. From the vicarage of Enmbletan he went 
to Alnwick, where he*was Rural Dean from 
1881-84. Canon Residentiary of Worcester 
Cathedral from 785 to 791, he was nominated 
Bishop of Peterborough in the last-named 
year, and was but a few years ago made 
Bishop of London. Among his voluminous 
works were “Тһе Age of Elizabeth” and 
** History of the Papacy during the Reform- 
ation," It is melancholy to know that, as 
the Daily News reminds us, Bishop Creighton 
n year ago felt his time on this earth was short. 
Asked, then, for a New Yeéar’s motto, he sent 
the following touching verses— 
Oh! earlier shall the roses blow, 
In after years, those happier years; 
And children weep, when we lie low, 
Far fewer tears, far softer tears. 
Oh! true shall boyish laughter ring, 
Like tinkling chimes in happier times; 
And merrier shall the maidens sing— 
And I not there, and I not there.
